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Mayor's Message

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and the Citizens of Rutland 



The City of Rutland continued to make 
progress throughout the fiscal year that began 
July first, 1996. The overall economy remained 
strong, more progress was made in our con- 
tinuing downtown redevelopment program, 
and we held the line on taxes for general city 
purposes. 

One of the year's biggest surprises came on 
September eighteenth when Tambrands an- 
nounced that they would close their Rutland 
plant after fifty-three years in the community. 
Two hundred and sixty Rutlanders, averaging 
fourteen years with the company, lost their 
jobs starting in Februarv. It seemed that just as 
we had recovered from the recession and 
things were looking up, Rutland took another 
blow. 

The loss of Tambrands was the worst news 
of the year It was quickly followed, however, 
by some of the best. Just over a month after 
the announcement, Rutland Plywood Corpor- 
ation announced that they would purchase 
the Tambrands Plant on Park Street, adding 
100 jobs. Through the balance of the year, as 
Tambrands phased out, Rutland Plywood 
geared up with almost no "down time" at the 
plant. Their prospect for growth and even 
more new jobs has never been better 

In many other communities, the loss of an 
anchor employer hke Tambrands has lead to 
major hardship as the displaced workers and 
vacant plant wait years for new opportunities. 
And with a homegrown success like Rutland 
Plj^vood in control, Rutlanders needn't fear 
that once again decisions made far away will 
put them out of work or harm our communit)'. 

In earlv December, the long-awaited dream 
of restoring passenger rail service to Rutland 
became a realitv'. For the first time in forty- 
three years Amtrak began daily round-trip 
passenger service between Rutland and New 
York City. A temporary train station was pro- 
vided by donations from Kiliington and 
Okemo ski areas on land owned by CVPS to 
the rear of the shopping plaza near the park- 
ing deck. During the summer of 1998 the land 
will be acquired by the city and the tracks will 




be moved to the west. This wUl allow us to 
build a new train station with federal grant 
funds secured through the efforts of Senator 
Jim Jeffords. The Ethan AUen Express consis- 
tently surpassed ridership projections through 
its first year of operation. 

At the end of January, yet another milestone 
was reached with the grand opening of Wal- 
Mart in downtown. Although the redevelop- 
ment of downtown was well under way when 
K-Mart departed to their new facility in the 
Diamond Run Mall, the late decision hy CVPS 
to cancel their corporate headquarters project 
left a gaping hole in the plaza. Efforts to woo 
national giant Wal-Mart were led by the peo- 
ple at NET Realty, the Plaza's owners, and 
Included the Rutland Redevelopment Author- 
ity, the Preser\'ation Trust of Vermont and 
even Governor Howard Dean. 

Wal-Mart represents the second major retail 
anchor in our central business district, follow- 
ing Price Chopper. While many communities 
rightfully fear the effects of an out-of-touTi 
Wal-Mart, Rutland's store in the heart of down- 
town draws strength to our commercial core 
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rather than sapping it away. Not surprisii^y^ 
in 1997 downtown Rutland has seen msx» 
activity and life than has been the case in 
decade.

Emergency Management Report 

Ira L Earle UI, Director, Emergency Management 
To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

I respectfully submit the Annual Report for 
the Department of Emergency Management 
for the fiscal year ending |une 30, 1997. 

From July of 1996 - June 1997 the Depart- 
ment was called on for many various types of 
emergencies. There were several general 
alarm fires with families being displaced and 
needing help in locating shelter and clothing. 
The carbon monoxide calls increased signifi- 
cantly. There were many unusual emergencies 
during this period that gave the department 
an opportunity to fully use its resources, such 
as the emergency operations plan. The plan 
was also activated on several occasions for 
spills or releases of hazardous materials. 

Again, last winter, the Mayor 's Emergency 
Fuel fund was hansferred to BROC, along 
with matching hinds from other sources, for 
administrahve reasons. Cold weather started 
in early November and did not subside until 
the middle of April. This fund, through the 
generous contributions of the area Ecumenical 
Council and others, was able to help one hun- 
dred and six (106) persons and families 
through the heating season. 

During the winter months, snow storms 
were very steady, not accumulating a lot of 
snow, but enough to make it miserable. In 
January we had storms with snow banks 
sometimes high but not like the six or more 
feet we had the previous year. On March 6, 
1997, we had a large snowstorm, which con- 
tinued thru Saturday, March 8, Chiring the 
months of April and May, high water from 
several days of rain, melting snow and warm 
weather, threatened some flooding. Although 
the water was high in several areas with the 
possibility of evacuation from these areas 
emanating, evacuation was not needed. 

On July 8, 1996, Rutland City experienced a 
micro burst in the north end of the city and 
other areas. Electric power was interrupted by 
high winds and hail knocking down trees and 
uprooting trunks. Many homes and businesses 
were without electric services. Once again the 
police and public work's departments, along 
with fire and emergency management, were 




able to get the incident under control, but not 
without the help of CVPS, and Vaillancourt 
Tree Company. 

As safety director for the City of Rutland, 
along with the help of the League of Cities 
and Towns, several new fimess programs 
were started, including health and physical 
agility programs. The goal is to make our 
coworkers aware of their "health and safety 
always first." 

As many of you are aware, we are in the 
process of initiating Enhanced 911 better 
known as E911. Rutland City will be the PASP 
(Public Service Answering Point) for Rutland 
City. This involves call taking and dispatching 
all Fire, Police & Emergency Medical Services 
(EMS). Among the many details of this pro- 
gram are the training, addressing, and setting 
up the equipment. The Rutland City Fire 
Department building will be the new dispatch 
center. It will be operated twenty-four hours a 
day by trained tele-communicators. Once 
online, all calls that are routed to E911, will be 
answered and dispatched from the new com- 
munications center; thus eliminating the mid- 
dle man. 1 would like to thank the Mayors 
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office. Police Commission, Fire Department 
Headquarters, Regional Ambulaiice Service, 
and all ihe dl^tdsei^ £com Ot^ 
and fire department for their sa^tat Sftd 
cooperation in tiiis project.

obtain training for the emergency services 
agencies. As noted in prior communications, 
several emergency service schools are held 
throughout the year for the police, fire and

As chairman of the Local Emergency 
Planning Committee, I was able to obtain a 
Weatheipak station for tiie newly formed 
(RERT) Regional Emergency Response Team. 
This instrument is able to measure wind 
velocity, wind speed, real-time humidity, and 
other vital statistic information in case of a 
Hazardous Materials release or spill. 

BlcofUjusiiett'the office of emergency man- 
agement has worked with other agencies in 
controlling emergency situations such as 
.Splilii and releases of hazardous matei^alsy 
fires, and natural disasters. Some of the agen- 
cies involved were CVPS, Red Cross, 
Salvation Army, BSOC, Tree Companies, GE, 
and other private companies and petroleum 
dealers.

The City of Rutland Fire Department has 
takBi delivery of a 1997 Sutphen Emergency 
Fire Vehicle, designated as Engine #4. This 
vehicle will serve as a front Ime attack pimaper, 
fieavy rKcue and lighting plant vehicle. It has 
,g!K)vided the department the availabilitv to 
seduce it's vehicle inventory by tluee vehicles. 



This vehicle is equipped with an on-board 
computer system, capable of doing m-field 

disaster incidents. With this type of informa- 
tion available to the officers of this department 
T»teiie-ia''flfe and not having to t^ ofl 
information provided from a dispatch it 
should afford them the availability malce

To the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to provide this report to 
Rutland's citizens regarding the status of the 
city school system. 

We begin the 1997-98 school year with 
unbridled enthusiasm for our mutual success 
over the next few years. Our theme is that of 
Great Expectations, as outlined below. 

The school district reorganization of build- 
ings has been completed in an effort to provide 
the most efficient and cost effective delivery of 
education- Northeast and Northwest Schools 
continue to serve approximately 300 students 
from Kindergarten tlirough Second Grade. 
Our Intermediate School, located at the former 
Rutland High School site on Library Avenue, 
serves approximately 800 students Grades 3-6. 
Our middle school remains at Library Avenue, 
serving approximately 400 students in Grades 
7 and 8 and our enrollment continues to in- 
crease at the new Rutland High School campus 
on Stratton Road and Woodstock Avenue, 
where we currently have well over 930 students 
in attendance along with well over 230 stu- 
dents in a full time program at the Staiford Tech- 
nical Center and over 1000 adults in our Adult 
Ed ucation program, the largest in Vermont. 

The number of tuition students from Rutland 
Town, Mend on, Chittenden and Middletown 
Springs continues to increase. When 1 came to 
Rutland High School in july of 1993 there were 
153 tuition shidents. We now have approxi- 
mately 229, an increase of close to 50%. New 
programs, including an increase in our Ad- 
vanced Placement and Honors Courses at Rut- 
land High School, have contributed to the in- 
creasing attractiveness of Rutland High School 
as the most popular school of choice for parents 
and students in the tuition-paving towns. 

Our goal is to continue to work cooperative- 
ly with the municipal side of city government, 
pursuing every possible way to create cost sav- 
ings and enhanced collaboration. We continue 
to lease the former Dana School to the city Re- 
creation Department as part of a three year pro- 
gram, providing relief to that department and 



to city taxpayers. We have developed a won- 
derful relationship with the department and its 
Superintendent, Mr. Leif Dahlin, keeping in 
mind that all of the schools are available for 
Recreation Department programs and services. 
Other communities would be envious of the 
cooperative partnership we have formed be- 
tween our school and recreation departments. 

Furthermore, we sought and received a 
Community Partnership Grant for the second 
year of our Youth Services Center and for 
training for school and municipal officials to 
assist at-risk youth and to provide increased 
recreational and cultural opportunities for area 
teens. The Youth Services Center, with over 500 
members, is located at the former Southeast 
School with late afternoon and early evening 
hours in a very well supervised environment. 
We also have developed the new SUCCESS 
Program which ser\fe5 students who have had 
difficulties in their adaptation to a traditional 
school environment. This program combines 
academics, work and community service in a 
way that better meets the needs of these stu- 
dents, and also ensures that all of our schools 
maintain a safe, orderly, disciplined environ- 
ment. The SUCCESS school is a model for the 
state, serving approximately 50 students. 

Our Assistant Superintendent Mary Moran, 
has improved curriculum, assessment and 
professional development. Moreover, she has 
assisted us in our continuing efforts to secure 
private foundation support and federal and 
state grants to supplement our programs and 
services in Rutland City. 

In the past year, we have brought in well 
over $200,000.00 in support to the system that 
would not otherwise have been available had 
we not focused on grant acquisition. Our plan 
is to increase upon that figure for the benefit 
of city taxpayers in the future. Although our 
enrollment has increased significantly over 
the past few years, we have not hired addi- 
tional administrators in the Rutland City 
School system.

One of the most important Standards of 
Accreditation is the "Assessment of Student 
Progress Standard" in which we are asked to 
measure both individual and school perfor- 
mance. There are many ways to measure and 
report student progress on a day to day basis. 
Teacher observation, reports, tests, projects, 
essays, oral reports, work samples and portfo- 
lios are but a few examples. In addition, it is 
important to have the informadon that exter- 
nal, standardized tests can provide. Such 
assessments include the PSAT, SAT I, SAT II 
and the Advanced Placement Exams adminis- 
tered by the College Board as well as nation- 
ally developed norm-referenced and stan- 
dards-based tests. 

The results of the following two new assess- 
ment programs allow the Rutland City Public 
Schools to provide the first "Report Card" to 
the citizens of Rutland. 

Students in the Rutland City Public schools 
took part in two major assessment programs 
in the Spring of 1997. the Terra Nova Multiple 
Assessments and the New Standards Language 
Arts Reference Examinations. There are sev- 
eral important purposes of these assessment 



programs. The primary one, of course, is to 
help individual students to leam, grow and 
improve their school performance over time. 
In addition, a varied and comprehensive 
assessment plan seeks to support the evalua- 
tion of programs, the revision and improve- 
ment of curriculum and instructional meth- 
ods, the development of comprehensive pro- 
fessional development and the selection of 
new texts and other instructional materials. 

The Terra Nova Multiple Assessments are 
norm-referenced tests, PiS such, they are de- 
signed to compare the performance of an indi- 
vidual student or group to another student or 
group by distribution performance across a 
normal curve. If a student is at the 66th per- 
centile, this means that the student performed 
better than 66% of the students in the national 
group. The results of the Terra Nova tests 
indicate where our students stand in relation 
to over 700,000 students who took these tests 
nation-wide. Since this is the first year that the 
Terra Nova program was used in the Rutland 
City Schools, the results wiU provide a base- 
line from which to measure student and 
school performance and progress over time.

Marble Valley Regional Transit ^ 
District (MVRTD), generally ^ 
known as "The Bus" is entering 
into its 22nd year of service to the 
residents of the greater Rutland 
area. MVRTD is the largest non- 
urban public transportation sys- 
tem in the State of Vermont and as 
such provides transportation to 
the general pub he throughout 
Rutland County, as well as to 
Social and Human Service 
Agendes, schools, resort commu- 
nity and area businesses. 
MVRTD provides an enhanced level of self- 
sufficiency for the elderly, disabled, and trans- 
portation disadvantaged who rely on public 
transportation. MVRTD also serves a growing 
population who is committed to the environ- 
mental benefits of public transit use. MVRTD 
has become a valued asset to the communities 
it serves. System ridership, more than 620,000 
rides annually, continues to rise substantially. 
Since the initiation of "fare free" in Rutland 
City fixed route ridership has increased over 
250%. MVRTD's fleet of 37 vehicles are all lift 
equipped and fully accessible. 

Through its operation of the Rutland County 
portion of the Vermont Rideshare program, 
MVRTD has "saved" over 215,000 vehicle 
miles during the last 12 months by providing 
car pool options. Of the over 12,000 car pool 
trips arranged this year, 70% brought 
commuters into the City of Rutland to work. 

MVRTD's transportation service to eligible 
Medicaid and Reach-Up recipients continues 
to provide approximately 30,000 rides this 
year, maintaining MVRTD's status as the sec- 
ond largest Medicaid transportation provider 
in the State of Vermont. 

Complementary para transit services ate 
available for those individuals whose disabil- 
ity prevents the use of fixed route service. 

MVRTD takes great pride in aiding in 
Rutland's economic growth. This is graphically 
marked by its effort in bringing a S15,000,000 
Multi-Modal Transit Center to Rutland, In 



June 1997, after four and one half years of 
planning and engineering. Granger Northern, 
Enc. was awarded the construction contract 
for Rutland's Multi-Modal Transit Center 
(MMTC). This transit hub will improve the 
quality of fife and economic vitality of 
Rutland and all its residents and visitors to 
the region. The MMTC will provide a state of 
the art facility with seamless transportation 
linkages for all citizens. This initiative wnll 
provide Rutland and the region with a transit 
hub that will contribute much needed down- 
town parking, access to interstate bus and rail 
service, park and ride, continue the expansion 
of local bus transportation and fulfill a 
requirement of the Act 250 permit process for 
the Rutland Plaza. By fall of 1997 the outside 
precast concrete shell should be completed 
and it is estimated that the transit center will 
open for business in December 1998. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy 
supplies, environmental issues, traffic conges- 
tion, and high costs of road construction, pub- 
lic transit is becoming increasingly more 
important. We appreciate the financial and 
moral support of the elected officials and tax- 
payers of the municipahties that guarantee 
Marble Valley Regional Transit District's con- 
tinued success.

It is with pleasure that we submit a report 
on the activities of Rutland Partnership. 

The headline from the June 1997 issue of 
Vermont Magazine says it alJ~"A Rutland 
Renaissance - Vermont's Second Largest City 
is Undergoing a Remarkable Downtown 
Transformation." 

The 1996-97 period saw the greatest 
changes in the Downtown landscape since the 
revitalization of the downtown began in 
earnest in 1990. The addition of Wal-Mart, the 
nation's largest and most successful retailer, 
and the inauguration of Amtrak passenger 
rail service from New York City, highlighted 
this successful period. New retail stores, 
restaurants and service businesses opened, 
creating a sense of vibrancy not seen for 
decades. And reconstruction of Depot Park 
has created a wonderful greenspace for pub he 
activities such as concerts and a new 
Downtown Farmers Market. 

In November 1996, the activities of Rutland 
Partnership were reaffirmed by a 3 to 1 mar- 
gin in a vote of the membership. While advi- 
sory in nature, this overwhelming level of 
support gave Rutland Redevelopment 
,^uthority enough to reinstate the Special 
Benefits District ordinance for another three 
year period, 

Rutland Partnership's 1996-97 program 
encompassed marketing and promotions, 
special events, streetscape improvements, 
community relations and business develop- 
ment initiatives. New for this period were 
programs to attract tourists such as the 
Rutland-IGltington Shuttle, which brought 
skiers from the Kitlington area to Downtown 
and the Diamond Run Mall from January to 
April. The shuttle was a joint venture of 
Rutland Partnership, Marble Valley Transit 
and Diamond Run Mall. Rutland Partnership 
was instrumental, along with the Recreation 
and Parks Department, in bringing two farm- 
ers markets together to become the 
Downtown Farmers Market, with a new 
home in Depot Park. With the support of 
Mayor Wennberg and Police Chief Holmes, 



Rutland Partnership advocated successfully 
for the re-establishment of Downtown foot 
patrols for the purposes of curbing "quality of 
life" crimes in the central business district. 

In the past year, a Community Relations 
effort was established by the Parmership to 
promote the Downtown vision and to engage 
stakeholders and city government in the revi- 
talization program. The objectives of this 
effort included: identifying issues of concern 
among DowntowTi stakeholders and deter- 
mining best methods of resolution; creating 
dialogues with stakeholders and encouraging 
open Unes of communication with Rutland 
Partnership; de\'eloping a strong and commit- 
ted volunteer base for Downtown programs; 
clearly articulating the vision of Rutland 
Partnership and the Downtown Revitaliza- 
tion Program through creative communica- 
tion programs; developing activities that fos- 
ter a sense of community among Downtown 
businesses; and opening lines of communica- 
tions among and betu'een stakeholders in the 
Downtov\m Revitahzation Program. This pro- 
gram has led to a more cohesive and informed 
Downtown business conmiunity. 

Rutland Partnership applied for, and was 
awarded a $9,625 grant from The Wal-Mart 
Foundation for a Streetscape and Greenspace 
Planting Program. The grant covered the 
replacement of dead and diseased street trees, 
an annual tree maintenance program, and the 
planting and maintenance of annuals, peren- 
nials and shrubs in %'est pocket street gardens 
and the new Depot Park. 

Great things are ahead for Downtown, 
including the Multi-Modal Transit Center and 
a new passenger rail station. But the chal- 
lenges remain for this organization and the 
Downtown. In the next year Rutland 
Partnership wilt complete a substantial analy- 
sis of the regional retail economy which will 
provide vital information to effectively posi- 
tion Downtown in the ever-changing and 
competitive marketplace. We look forward to 
the coming year and the challenges that 
renewed vitality brings.

The Southwestern Vermont Council on 

Aging, located in Building 14 at the Howe 
Center, is the private, non-profit community 
organization whose mission is to be a com- 
munity force in making our region a good 
place to live and grow old.

The l&A ser\'ice provides easy phone 
access to elders in need of information 
about ser\'ice5 and programs. 

Volunteers for Health Insurance 
Benefits Program (VIP) 
Volunteers are trained to help elders with 
health insurance paperwork, claim forms, 
and medigap policy comparison. 

Peer Support 

Seniors experiencing emotional stresses 
are offered support by volunteers who 
have been trained in listening and com- 
munication skills. 



Community Development 

This Council on Aging staff person works 
in partnership with community groups to 
identifj' elder needs and find local solu- 
tions.

Contracted Services 
These include the Senior Law Project

RETIRED AND SENIOR 
VOLUNTEER PROGRAM 

The Retired and Senior Volunteer Program 
(RSVP), the largest program of coordinated 
volunteer services in this area, is a nationwide 
program designed for people 55 and older 
who want to help meet community needs 
through meaningful use of their skills and 
knowledge in volunteer service to non-profit 
organizations. Placements are made with an 
eye to well defined community needs and the 
impact the volunteer will have on his or her 
communit}r. Outcomes of the placement are 
measured and documented as a method of 
accountabOity and for evaluation purposes. 
Currently, over 493 RSVP volunteers serve as 
mentors, advocates, library aides, tutors, 
receptionists, musicians, hospital workers, 
guardians-ad-litem, hospice workers, tax 
counselors just to name a few. They provides
